One can only conclude that by 
lessening the skill of the players, the overall stan- 
dard of the game will improve — lunacy. Can it 
therefore be assumed that if clubs were to further 
handicap their players’ Caf parnepe by tying 
their legs fogehar that a further improvement 
would be effected? 

The ASF Marketing report lists “Ability to com- 
pete with top international clubs in matching off- 
seasons” as a benefit of summer Soccer. At this 

je of our development we still seem to have 
difficulty with touring sides when we are in full 
ae let alone in our off-season. One has only to 
recall the tour by Partizan Belgrade to realise the 
folly of throwing a bunch of players together out of 
on and hope that they will produce respectable 
results. 

The majority of points listed in the ASF Marketing 
report are aimed at improving Soccer crowds and 
gaini eater publicity for the game. Surely the 
only and tested means of boosting crowds and 
interest in any sport is to produce a high quality 
product. To obtain this product the fundamental 
requirement is to improve the standard of pitches 
on which the players perform. Try asking Eddie 
Chariton to make a maximum break on a bumpy 
‘snooker table. 

if m was spent in this direction, rather than 
Americanising club names and compiling long 
reports, | have no doubt that the skill of the average 
Australian Soccer player and the overall standard of 
Aust Soccer would improve immensely. 

In closing, | would like to state, as a player having 
suffered heat exhaustion at the conclusion of a

PSL FACING BIG 
MEETING 


This week the PSL clubs will discuss the 
future of the Australian national League as 
well as the introduction of summer Soccer. 


Since the summer Soccer idea appears to be losing 
ground with most club officials, the future of the Austra- 
ian national League will be the main topic. 


Will clubs carry on? 

I believe they will. 

Thave read, with interest, most comments written on the 
subject of the PSL or ASL, whichever you prefer, and 
could not help feeling that the character of criticism will do 
Soccer a lot of harm. 


Presumably, the critics would find it easy to interpret 
figures of expenditure and relate them to the PSL clubs’ 
downfall, Presumably their interest was on air travel alone, 
sO one cannot blame them for the errors. But to say 
CHIPPLING airline costs, that is a bit too much. 

Let me give you the picture. 

This year, Marconi is up for well over $200,000 in 
players wages and bonuses while the Slickers are looking at 
‘over $300,000 - — Sydney Olympic about the same as 
Slickers, and so on. 


Tf we look at the figures for air travel, we find that last 
year, the clubs had to pay $6,671.25 in addition to Philips 
Industries $300,000 sponsorship, If the clubs had to do it 
alone, the sum would have: been $25,421.25 per club. 

Why would anyone quote figures of $40,000 or even 
$60,000 per club? Some have added the cost of motel 
accommodation, food, entertainment, and why not — it 
was spent. 


But why, this extravagance. Why travel a day earlier? 
_A few days earlier, certainly, but a day (I mean one 
night), that is silly. The players seldom get comfortable in a 
new bed. The sounds at night are not those familiar to your 
Street corner and biological rhythm is disturbed. Is that 
what we spend some $14,000 a year for? 


If money is difficult to come by, why be extravagant? 

As far as air travel is concerned, the secretary of the 
PSL, Paul Kemp advised last week that Philips never 
intended to cover the total team travel costs, and for that 
reason, the ASL will not be looking all that hard to find 
someone who would offer a much better deal. 

Assume that there will be no sponsor. 

It is still somewhere in the vicinity of $30,000 for next 
year's travel per club, That is still one dollar in 10 each club 
spends yearly to exist in the PSL.

The world of Soccer is a step closer if we have the 
national League. 

The choice of a top player for selection in the national 
team is much easier.
